BATTAGLIA, 53, of 1114 Horth Ridgeland 
Avenue, Oak Park, was driving a convertible aùtomobile, and 
was accompanied by an expensively dressed woman.

On February 20, 1962, <2l £ T-3, advised that SAM 
BATTAGLIAis consldered the raost sinister and menacing 
of the "young bloods?who apé replacing TONY ACCARDO and 
ROCCO DE GRAZIO, heirs of $he late AL CAPONE. He reportedly 
plans executipns for the syndicate. The "young bloods" 
are composedof SAU "UOONEY" GIANCANA, N SKIPPY" CERONE, 
"SMOKES" ALOISIQ, MARSHALL CAIFANO, NILLIAM "POTATGÉS" 
DADDANO, and CHARLES "CHDCK" ENGLISH. According to 
CG T-3, it has been said that if and when TQNY ACCARDO 
is sent to prison for income tax evasian, it is considered 
that BATTAGLIA will be an assistant to SAM "MOONEY" GIANCANA, 
who will reportedly takeeyer controi ofthesyndlcate in 
thé Chicagò area. 
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BATTAGLIA and MARSHALL CAIFAKO bave already taken 
over the control of horse betting at the Casa Madridin 
Melrose Park, Illinois. ROCCO D£ GRAZIO, the owaer of 
the Casa Madrid, is only the lapdlord, BATTAGLIA and 
CAIFAMO pay rent to DE GRAZIQ and give him a piece of 
the "action" that takes plaqe during the night at the 
Casa Madrid, such as card gaines, roulette, and so forth.

The Sedlak Motors Sales Company 1» located at 5026 West Cermak, 
Cicero, Illinois. 

Chicago T-2 advised on November 22, 1963 that he 
had wondered about FELIX ALDERISIO’s rapid rise to power in 
the past three years. This informant stated that he recently 
learned that SAM "TEETS" BATTAGLIA is the one behind ALDERISIO, 
BATTAGLIA reputedly is pushing ALDERISIO as fast and as high 
as possible, 

Chicago T-3 has furnìshed the following information 
concerning BATTAGLIA; 

According to Chicago T-3 when ANTHONY ACCARDO stepped 
down from his position as leader of the organized crime 
element in Chicago SAM GIANCANA and SAM BATTAGLIA were considered 
as replacements forACCARDO. This informant stated that this 
organized crime element wasknown to its members as "The Life", 
which was a replacement and a successor to the Mafia. 

Chicago T-3 stated that BATTAGLIA as well as GIANCANA and 
ACCARDO are members of "The Life" and added that BATTAGLIA 
had been "made" as a member of "The Life" some long time ago. 
Chicago T-3 advised that most of the members of'The Life" 
felt that BATTAGLIA was the strongest candidate to succeed 
ACCARDO. This was due to BATTAGLIA 's quiet manner but absolutely 
ruthless attitude toward business. Despite the support from 
other members of "The Life" GIANCANA was chosen over BATTAGLIA 
to be the number one man.
